They  are  Mr.  Harold  J.  Kucblcr, 
associate  secretary  of  the  Nation¬ 
al  Council  of  Young  Men’s  Christian 
Association;  Dr.  Paul  Losh,  profes¬ 
sor  of  religious  education,  Central 
Baptist  Theological  Seminary,  Kan¬ 
sas  City;  and  the  Reverend  An¬ 
drew  Kunkel,  superintendent  of  the 
high  school  and  junior  college,  Con¬ 
ception  Abbey. 

Mr.  Kuebler  received  his  B.  A. 
degree  in  psychology  and  philosophy 
from  North  Central  College,  Nap¬ 
erville,  Illinois,  in  1930.  He  was 
granted  his  M.  A.  degree  in  counsel¬ 
ing  guidance  from  Northwestern 
University  in  1942.  He  did  addi¬ 
tional  work  toward  Iris  Ph.  D.  at 
the  Teachers  College,  Columbia 
University. 

During  the  summers  of  1945,  1946, 
and  1947,  Mr.  Kuebler  was  instruct¬ 
or  at  Columbia  University.  He  was 
appointed  the  regional  secretary  of 
the  Rocky  Mountain  Region  Na¬ 
tional  Student  Y.  M.  C.  A.  in  1947. 
He  became  associate  secretary  of 
the  West  Central  Area  Y.  M.  C.  A. 
in  1947  and  has  continued  since 
that  time  with  the  area  in  that 
position.
